Pple, or upland, cotton has just been
announced there Ly Dr. Wilson New-
ell, commissioner for the Florida
plant board and director of the Uni-
versity of Florida experiment station.

The announcement was made as
the result of the successful culmina-
tion of research work under the aps-
pices of the plant board- The meth-
od invoves a principle in boll weevil
control heretofore mnot. recognized by
other investi;ntorl. Dr, 'Newel stat-
ed, and he added that the total cost
of treatment, labor included, does not
exceed $1.50 to $2 per acre. In the
fields treated the cotton crop in

large as that obtained prior. to the
advent of the weevil.

. While some poison is used the
Amount is comparatively smal; Dr.
Newell said. By means of the im-
proved method a cotton field is clear-
ed of practically all boll weevils
early in June. and remains in that
condition for several weeks. During
this period a good crop of bolls is se-
cured without weevil interterence.

Both the Florida plant board and
experiment station of that State will
istue immediately bulletins on the
improved method of control.

“The boll weevil’'s weak point has
now been found,” declared Dr, New-
ell, “and by this method of control
‘the farmer will be able to hand him
a solar pléxus blow. The treated
fields have produced just about as
much cotton as if there had been no
boll weevil. The return of profitable
shert staple cotton culture in Florida
is now assuerd.”

“It persistent echoes of wars dis-
turb one’s pedce of mind it is a
wholesome antidote to turn atten-
tion occasionaily to. another sort of
worid struggie, a beneficent war—
the war against disease,” says a bul-
letin from the National Geographic
society based dn a communication it
has received from Wwilllam J. Sho-
waltar.

“In all the stirring history of mau's
effort to make himself the muster ol
his environmeht there is no more
thrilling chapter than that which
tells of the bitter battles, he has
waged- for the conquest of contagion
and of the ground he has won in hu
struggle with his relentless and in-

npumerable, - though invisible, foes'
says the bullétin.
*Three annduncements of almost

unprecendented impprt of mankind
are expected to be made at no dis-
tant date.

“The first of these will be that yel-
low fever has at last been banished
from the face of the earth and that
the gérm which carries it ha§ become
extinct. The next in order probably
will be that hookworm disease, which
has been called ‘a handmaiden of
poverty, an associate of crime and
degenemcy. & destroyer of energy
and vitality, & menace and an obsta-
cle to all that makes for civilization,’
und which is endemic in a zone that
cembraces half of the earth’'s popula-
tion; can be driven from any commu-
nity which hés the will to get rid of
it. Last will come ghe statement that
demonstrationis have proved that mau-
laria can be eradicated from almost
an community that has enough vital
force left to push a thorough, though
inexpensive, campaign for its extir-
pation.

“Richmond county, Virginia, where
the war on the hookworm as a
worldwide fight had its inception.
stands out as an example of what
may be accoinpiished and as an evi-
dence that It can be accomplished
with- much less difficulty than wus
formerly supposed. .

The adult female
worm, inhabiting the small intestine,
lays thousands of eggs daily. After
| thege pass out of the body*they hatch
within one or two days. They are
microscopic in size when hatched and
never Erow. larger hs long 'as they
jremain on the *ground.

“Then comes along a pair of bare
feet or hands, or some other part of
the body touches thé infected ground,
and the little vilJains make the most

of their rtunity. They promptly
begin to bore their way through the
'skin, causing -a severe irritation

'known as ground itch, Once under
the skin, they travel through the tis-
sues uatil they come to the lymphatic
system, and thence into the blood.
“Finally, after passing through the
heart and:lungs, they reach the throat
and pass thnce through the stomach,
